The statutes of that State require the vaccination of children before 
they can be admitted to the public schools, but an exception is made 
in the case of a child who presents a physician's certificate that such 
child is an unfit subject for vaccination. A regulation adopted by 
the school committee of the city of Haverhill required that such 
physician's certificate of exemption be renewed every two months. 

The children of the petitioner in this case were excluded from school 
because they were not vaccinated and did not comply with the school 
committee's regulation requiring the renewal of a physician's cer- 
tificate. A writ of mandamus to compel the respondents, the school 
committee, to admit the children to school was petitioned for, but the 
court dismissed the petition. In its opinion the court stated as 
follows; - 

* * * The intention of the legislature is clear that the exemption is not to cover 
absolutely the entire period of the child's attendance, but the certificate is limited to 
the period when his physical condition is such that in the opinion of the certifying 
physician he is an unfit subject for vaccination. * * * The regulation is not as matter 
of law so unreasonable or arbitrary as to be invalid, nor is it discriminatory. * * *
